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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant proposes to amend independent claim 1 to include a limitation that the fluorescent material overlay 
"has a thickness that" substantially fully converts all light emitted from the LED to fluorescent radiation. The Examiner notes that a 
thickness of the fluorescent material overlay was not previously cited in the claims for converting the light emitted from the LED. Thus, 
the applicant's proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Reeh 
does not discloses anything about the thickness of the conversion layer, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Reeh discloses the 
conversion layer having a constant thickness (col. 3, In. 42-45) as well as a variable thickness (col. 2, In. 6-1 1 ). 

In response to applicant's argument that Reeh does not disclose multiple cavities, the Examiner notes that mere duplication of parts has 
no patentable significance unless a new and unexpected result is produced (MPEP 2144.04 VI B). 

In response to applicant's argument that Reeh does not disclose each of the cavities having an overlay with a different type of fluorescent 
material from the other cavities, the Examiner notes that this limitation is not cited in the claims. 
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
